bombing of the German SS (elite 
guard) detachment in Rome last 
March. 


A huge crowd, brushing aside 


feeble • perfunctory icsisiancc of 
the Italian police, jammed the 
great hall of the palace of justice 
before the trial was expected to 
begin. 


Their demonstration caused Col. 


J. R. Pollock, head of the allied

in 


Rome, to announce that the trial 
could not proceed today. 


Spotted liy Women 


Two women spotted 
Carretta 


and demanded th^t the police ar- 
rest him. 
When they made no 


move to comply the crowd drag- 
ged him into the square in front 
of the palace. 


The police were able to wrest 


him from his captors and place 
him in a taxi, but the crowd 
dragged him out again, beat him 
until he was unconscious, and 
threw him into the river. 


Carretta regained consciousness 


and tried to swim away. The men 
leaped into two rowboats. hit him 
their oars until he was dead, then 
pulled his body from the stream.

ing reports of cruelty at the hands 
of Bulgarian soldiers were being 
pieced together today as nearly 
350 American airmen took turns 
relating their brutal experiences 
after being shot down in bombing 
raids on the Balkans. 
The fliers 


have been returned

their release by Bulgaria. 


An American lieutenant, whose 


plane was shot down June 2-1. said: 


"When I came down I hit a ring 


of Bulgarian soldiers shooting at 
our parachutes. 
I broke one of 


my legs in landing. 
The soldiers 


ushcd at me and one guy gr;ib- 
cd me by the hair and hit me. 
They socked me four times. Then 
they stripped me clean and took 
uc to a camp and threw me over 
a barbed wire fence. It was eight 
days before they put a cast on 
my leg. 
We had no food for three 


days. 


"My co-pilot was captured at 


another 
place 
and 
marched 


through the streets of Sofia be- 
tween two guards. A German ci- 
vilian fired a pistol at him. One 
of the Bulgarian guards shoved 
the co-pilot to the ground and shot 
and killed the German." 


A sergeant from Brooklyn told 


how he and two lieutenants of the 
same crew bailed out over Mace- 
donia. All three were shot by Bul- 
gars alter they hit the ground.

Independent Congressional Probe of 
Pearl Harbor Attack Demanded Today 


Washington, Sept. IS.—(AP)—] 


An independent investigation by 
congress of the Pearl Harbor dis- 
aster was demanded in the house 
today by Representative Harness 
(R-Ind). a member of the military 
committee. 


Offering a resolution calling for 


a special five-man committee to 
conduct the inquiry, the Indianan 
told the house the public was de- 
manding, and should be told before 
the November election, all the 
facts connected with the Japanese 
attack on the Pacific base. 


Under his resolution the inves- 


tigating committee would have 
authority to .subpoena "all rec- 
ords" of the. White House, the 
state department and the Army 
and Navy as well as Army and 
Navy personnel. It would be re- 
quired to rcpoi i its findings with- 
in .10 days. 


"If the President of the United 


States is not responsible for this 


disaster, he should be cleared 
promptly of such grave and 
.se- 


rious charges." Harness asserted 
in a prepared address. "On the 
other hand. if. as commander-in 
chief of the armed forces, he ha 
been culpanle in directing our m;!i 
tary 
activities 
in Hawaii, 
the 


American people should have the 
true facts before they are called 
upon to pass judgment on his fit 
ness for re-election to a fourtl:

New point values generally wcie 


about double the fo'-mcr ones, but 
in some cases tlu inei eases weic 
even greater. 


For example, a No. 2 can of 


tomatoes (IS ounces) which used 
to cost r> points, today required 
20. and the same sized can of to- 
mato jiiicc was up from 6 to 20 
points. 


Peaches, pears and pineapple, 


which had an old point value of 
•13 points, have been increased to 
SO points. 
Pineapple juice went 


up from 25 to 50 points for a No 
2 can. 
Tomato catsup and chili 


sauce went up from 25 to 50 points 
for a 3-1 -ounce container. 


Point values of canned apples, 


applesauce, apricots, all varieties 
of berries, cherries, figs, 
fiuit 


cocktail and plums and prunes 
were about double, but some in- 
ci eases exceeded 100 per cent. 


Supply Picture Unchanged

"(3) Simultaneously allied mili- 


lary government will begin the 
task of deslroying national social- 
ism. It will remove from respon- 
sible posts all members of the nazi 
party and' of the SS and others 
who have played n leading part in 
the nalional .socialist regime. This 
process begins immediately upon 
Ihc arrival of the allied armies in 
each area and the inauguration of 
allied military government.

as far as possible continue in the 
normal occupations.

Wasilc Bay, and while covering 
airplanes held back the Japanese, 
saved Ens, Harold Allen Thomp- 
son ipf Chicago, 111., from almost 
certain capture. 


The amazing story started when 


Pilot Thompson took off from an 
aircraft carrier for a sweep over 
heavily defended Halmahera. just 
south of Morotai where Americans 
landed yesterday. 


Thompson's 
plane 
caught 
a 


burst of ack-ack at 6:50 a. m. The 
flier bailed out. His parachute 
dropped him into the dead center 
of almost landlocked Wasilc bay. 


In .laps' I'ront Yard 


Another Hellcat dropped him a 


rubber raft and Thompson climbed 
on. He was in the Japanese front 
yard. 


Circling Navy planes watched 


the tiny yellow raft drift slowly 
toward shore—and the Japanese. 


When word came lo his flag- 


ship. Rear Adm.' Daniel E. Bnrbey 
asked a PT commander to help.

Correspondent*' di.spatclies 


indicate that the average Italian 
is pretty discontented. 
He com- 


plains that food and other necessi- 
ties \vcre more plentiful, and util- 
ities and transportation services 
were better under the Germans. 


Obviously this average Italian 


has a warped conception of Allied 
strategy and aims. It is hard for 
him to believe that the Allies land- 
ed in Italy, not primarily to im- 
prove his lot in life and restore 
his comforts, but to attack the 
Axis at a weak point and speed 
the winning of Uie war. 


The 
bloody, 
difficult 
Italian 


campaign is nearing its end. But 
there arc still nazi and fascist 
Italian forces to be overcome bc- 
• fore the southern dodr to Hitler's 
Germany is opened. To finish this 
job is the reason for the Allies' 
presence in Italy. It is easy to un- 
derstand their annoyance, when in 
the midst of it all. people not long 
transferred from the status of en- 
emy to co-belligerent start grip- 
ing about accommodations. 


But it is also easy, at a dis- 


tance, to pity the Italian attitude 
while not approving it. For here 
we have a perfect example of what 
happens to a dictator-ruled nation 
when the dictator is gone. 
For 


more than 20 years in Italy the 
state was all. It told the people 
how to live and what to think, 
whom to Jove and hate, how many 
children to have. For more than 
20 years individuality was "stifled 
and opposition suppressed. 
The 


jobs of thousands 
depended on 


their loyalty and obedience to the 
state. And when, on the brink of 
defeat, a palace clique kicked Mus- 
sonlini out, there was nothing to 
timid.on.

thinking and searching for a plan, 
as ir.dccd is 'he war department. 
There 
General 
Marshall 
has 


amended or expanded \Var Secre- 
tary Stimson's simple youth draft 
proposition with a hunt for a pro- 
gram to build the post-war defense 
on a small standing army with a 
citizen reserve. 


Marshall is unusually sensible 


and practical In his approaches lo 
.hcsc problems fto-wit the ex- 
cellent demobilisation point sys- 
tem) but he also wants to draft 
.he youths through compulsion for 
i year of training. 


The Army bills in congress call 


for taking the youngster at 17 or 
upon graduation from high school. 
Officers in charge say they want 
ill youths drawn in. rich or poor. 
>rospectivc 
clergymen, 
doctors, 


awyers, technicians as well as 
loc'.s.

They think that by taking m 


everyone, under compulsion, they 
ire following the democratic way. 
They are not. 


The compulsory draft is the 


theory of regimentation, dictator- 
•Oiips, totalitarianism. The volun- 
:ary inducement system is the 
democratic theory, and it always 
ias proved more efficient when 
ntclligently directed. 


The Army seems a little sheep- 


ish on this point. Slyly, it shies 
iiway from the -title "compulsory 
military training" to describe the 
>lan, and calls it "universal mili- 
tary training." 
It is not to be 


universal. 
But is is compulsory. 


These military statesmen are 


iust beginning to get into the prob- 
cm. 
They know European na- 


tions, with their deficient man- 
lowcr. have long requiied a year 
n the army for youths. They have 
just jumped thoughtlessly (in my 
opinion) to the conclusion that 
this is the only way to get what 
they want. 


What they want—and what we 


need—is an army. It must be a 
sufficient and efficient army, cap- 
able of defending the country, else 
we might as well not have one. 


" It 'seems to me we have been 
doing it somewhat 
in General 


Marshall's way all along, and this 
has not proved satisfactory. 
We 


had a small army (T'1,000 at the 
start of the war) and a citizens 


reserve (the National Guard). In 
effect, we had nothing. 


The Army was not adequate or 


efficient. The National Guard was 
a drill unit for parades land a 
month in summer camp). 
Uoth 


together could not defend Long 
Island against an invading toe. 
That system will have to be de- 
clared obsolete and a new plan 
adopted.

will compulsory military 


Draining do the job? 
1 Hunk a 


'fair, objective analysis' of the facts 
will show that it will not, and 
furthermore that it is not even 
important or material to the job. 


Armies today aie built on tech- 


nicians. 
The foot soldier is not 


.so often a fighter as a policeman. 
He mostly goes to the place led 
by the highly skilled gunner, ar- 
tillery engineer, plane combat pi- 
lot, tank duver for the last fight- 
In ST. 


The point that war today is a 


complex cohesion of all the highly 
skilled .scientific techniques needs 
no proof. A year in the army to 
make a soldier may have been ail 
right in Napoleon's day when a 
man had only to learn how to 
.shoot a musket accurately, drill 
formations, etc.. but not today 
(and 
not 17-year-olds either then 


or now).

Not only are the combat men j 


now long-trained technicians, but 
so arc the equally important men 
in radio communications, engineer- 
ing, bridge construction, and prac- 
tically every line. 


There were 1.081,852 males 17 


years old in the United States in 
10-10. If nil these had spent a year 
in the Army, would they be what 
we must have or contribute mate- 
rially to it? 
Do not these skilled 


technicians require more than a 
year of application and more ma- 
turity than 17. 


In ten years you would have 


from them a force nearly as Harge 
as the military force we have In 
the field, but would they be an 
efficient army? 
Would you not 


have to build the army with other 
means? 
For war your 17-year- 


old graduates would have to be 
trained all over again. 


Why they would be worse than 


the National Guard, only perhaps 
not as large when the unadaptnblcs 
were weeded out. In short, a year 
in the Army at 17 can be little 
more 
than 
a 
physical culture 


course, and is not material to the 
raising or maintaining of a de- 
fensive army. 


It will take me two columns to

A great crowd of the Sioux had 


come in from the Rosebud Reser- 
vation for the rodeo, incidental to 
Governor Tom Dewey's campaign 
visit and a few presuming to speak 
from knowledge.- said the Indians 
were going to vote for him, which 
is their privilege under the strange 
conditions governing the lives of 
the original Americans. They arc 
subject to the draft, although most 
of the eligibles volunteered and 
there were two Indian paratroop- 
ers in town on leave with service 
ribbons on their shirts. But liquor 
they cannot buy because they are 
Indians and they live under a 
trusteeship, established by treaty 
and are xip against a humiliating 
and discouraging situation.
